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MARKET  REVIEW 

Reported  deliveries  of  sugar  by  primary  distributors  for  continental 
consumption  which  during  the  first  quarter  of  1973  lagged  about  25,000  tons 
behind  the  comparable  quarter  of  last  year  began  to  pick  up  in  April, 
according  to  preliminary  reports.     Distribution  through  April  14,  19  73, 
amounted  to  2,985,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  compared  with  2,955,000  tons 
reported  distributed  through  April  14  of  last,  year  and  2,827,000  tons  during 
that  period  of  1971.     Constructive  deliveries,  i.e..  sugar  sold  and  charged  to 
quotas  in  December  but  physically  delivered  during  January  and  February  of  the 
following  year,  in  1972  amounted  to  129,000  tons  compared  to  88,000  tons  in  1971 
and  161,000  tons  in  19  70.     Accordingly,  physical  deliveries  through  April  14,1973 
totaled  3,114,000  tons  compared  with  3,043,000  tons  and  2,988,000  tons , respectively , 
physically  delivered  during  those  periods  of  19  72  and  19  71. 

Inventories  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  reported  on  hand  by  all  primary 
distributors  on  March  31,  1973  totaled  2,694,000  short  tons,  raw  value, 
according  to  preliminary  reports.     This  was  about  344,000  tons  less  than 
at  the  end  of  February  and  204,000  tons  less  than  at  the  end  of  March  a 
year  ago.     Stocks  of  beet  sugar  processors  were  reported  as  1,430,000  tons, 
down  about  207,000  tons  from  a  month  earlier  and  down  51,000  tons  from 
a  year  earlier.     Stocks  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  held  by  cane  sugar  refiners 
were  reported  as  858,000  tons,       down    145,000  tons  from    a  month  earlier 
and  down  149,000  tons  from  the  end  of  March  of  last  year. 

Regionally,  primary  distributors  reported  deliveries  of  refined  sugar 
by  states     of  destination  during  January  and  February  of  1973  were  down  about 
one  percent  as  compared  with  deliveries  reported  during  these  months  of  last  year. 
Deliveries  were  up  in  two  of  the  five  geographic  regions,  with  the  North 
Central  region  increasing  4.0  percent  and  the  mid-Atlantic  region  up  1.0 
percent.  Deliveries  in  the  South  were  down  5.4  percent,  in  the  West  down 
4.8  percent  and  in  the  New  England  region  down  2.3  percent. 

Reported  deliveries  by  states  of  destination  in  January-February  1973, 
as  compared  with  those  months  of  last  year,  were  higher  in  20  states,  lower 
in  29  and  about  the  same  in  one.     Four  states  had  increases  of  more  than 
100,000  hundredweight— Michigan  up  183,000  followed  by  Wisconsin  up  145,000, 
New  York  up  137,000  and  Missouri  up  115,000.       California  and    Ohio  had  the 
largest  reported      decreases     in      deliveries,      each      down  163,000 
hundredweight  followed  by  Florida  which  was  down  159,000,  New  Jersey  down 
113,000  and  Delaware  down  111,000. 

During  the  period  under  review,  interested  sellers  in  several    of  the 
pricing  territories  announced  changes  in  the  quoted  prices  for    refined  sugar 
sold  at  wholesale  in  100-pound  paper  bags — the  basis  pack —  and  in  bulk. 

On  March  15  cane  sugar  refiners  in  the  Southeast  announced  increases 
of  .40  cent  per  pound  in  the  wholesale  price  quotations  for  industrial 
sugars,  effective  April  2,  1973.     This  would  increase  the  100-pound  bag 
price  for  refined  sugar  from  12.55  cents  to  12.95  cents  per  pound.  The 
announcements  also  provided  prices  for  delivery  during  May  based  on  those 
specified  for  April  plus  or  minus  the  amount  by  which  the  average  domestic 
spot  price  for  raw  sugar  for  the  month  of  April  exceeds,  or  is  below,  9.40 
cents  per  pound      and  for  June,  by  the  amount  that  the  domestic  raw  price  for 
the  month  of  May  exceeds,  or  is    below,  9.40  cents  per  pound 

On  March  28,  a  beet  sugar  processor  announced,  effective  close  of 
business  March  30,  the  quoted  wholesale  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in 
100-pound  bags  in  the  Chicago-West  region  would  be  11.75  cents  per  pound. 
This  amounts  to  an  increase  of  .20  cent  per  pound  over  the  quoted  price 
of  100-pound  bags  sold  in  this  region  during  March.     Other  interested 
sellers  in  the  region  followed  with  announcements  of  similar  price  import. 
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On  March  29,  a  cane  sugar  refiner  announced  that  effective  April  2  the  quoted 
wholesale  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  100>ound  paper  bags  in  the  Western- 
Ohio-Lower  Michigan  territory  would  be  12.20  cents  per  pound. 

On  April  4  a  beet  sugar  processor  announced,  effective  April  5  in  the 
Intermoun tain-Northwest  region,  increases  of  .15  cent  per  pound  in  the  quoted 
prices  for  industrial  sugars  sold  at  wholesale.     This  would  increase  the 
quoted  price  for  100-pound  bags  of  sugar  from  11.90  cents  to  12.05  cents  per 
pound.     The  announcement  also  provided  for  acceptance  of  orders  at  pre- 
advance  quotations  through  April  20. 

Shown  below  are  the  price  quotations  for  refined  sugar  sold  at  whole- 
sale in  the  basis  pack — 100  pound  paper  bags~-and  in  bulk  by  regions.  Sig- 
nificant variations  of  actual  prices  from  the  quoted  prices  may  be  found 
in  certain  regions  reflecting  discounts  resulting  from  competitive  con- 
ditions .

The  U.  S.  average  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-pound  bags 
during  March  1973  averaged  14.34  cents  per  pound,  up  from  14.24  cents  in 
February  and  up  from  13.90  cents  in  March  of  last  year,  an  increase  of  3.2 
percent  during  the  12-month  period. 

The  spot  quotation    for  raw  sugar  duty  paid  and  delivered  to  New  York, 
as  quoted  on  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange,  strengthened  somewhat 
during  March,  averaging  9.45  cents  for  the  month,  up  from  9.14  cents 
in  February  and  9.16  cents  in  March  of  1972.     The  quotation  has 
shown  continued  strength  in  April.     After  remaining  at  9.55  cents  during 
the  period  March  16-April  10,  the  quotation  rose  to  9.65  cents  on  April  11 
and  to  9.70  cents  per  pound  on  April  13.     For  the  period  April  1-23,  the 
quotation  averaged      9.62  cents  compared  with  8.95  cents  per  pound  during 
that  period  of  last  year. 

Production  of  cane  sugar  in  Hawaii  through  March  24,  1973,  totaled 
154,885  short  tons,  96°  basis  compared  with  production  of  132,353  tons  through 
March  25  of  last  year  and  148,903  tons  through  March  27,  19  71. 

Cane  sugar  production  in  Florida  through  April  13,  19  73,  totaled 
861,000  short  tons,  commercial  weight  basis,  with  harvest  of  the  1972-73  crop 
about  90  percent  completed. 

The  spot  price  for  World  bulk  sugar  (No.  11  Contract     the  New  York 
Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange)  f.o.b.  and  stowed  at  Greater  Caribbean  ports, 
including  Brazil,  averaged  8.89  cents  per  pound  during  March,  down  from 
9.06  cents  in  February  but  up  from  8.73  cents  in  March  of  last  year. 
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The  world  raw  sugar  price  quotation  was  at  9.15  cents  per  pound  on 
April  2-4  after  which  it  began  to  weaken,  falling  to  8.65  cents  per  pound 
on  April  10-11.     On  April  12  a  strengthening  trend  developed  and  by  April  19 
the  quotation  had  advanced  .55  cent  per  pound  to  9.20  cents.     On  April  23 
the  quotation  was  9.30  cents  and  for  the  period  April  1-23  averaged  9.02 
cents  compared  with  7.27  cents  per  pound  during  that  period  of  last  year. 

ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS 

WASHINGTON,  April  6,  19  73 

A  public  hearing  on  fair  and  reasonable  prices  for  the  1973  crop  of  Hawaiian  sugar- 
<£ai^&        was  announced  today  by  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture. 

The  hearing  will  be  held  April  27,  19  73  in  the  auditorium  of  the  Hilo 
Electric  Light  Company,  1200  Kilauea  Avenue,  Hilo,  Hawaii,  beginning  at  9:00  a.m. 

The  Sugar  Act  of  1948,  as  amended,  requires  producers  who  also  process 
sugarcane  grown  by  other  producers  to  pay,  under  either  purchase  or  toll 
agreements,  prices  or  rates  determined  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  be  fair 
and  reasonable  as  one  of  the     conditions  for  receiving  Sugar  Act  payments  on 
their  own  production. 

WASHINGTON,  April  23,  1973 

The  determination  of  fair  and  reasonable  prices  for  the  1972-73  crop  of 
Puerto  Rican  sugarcane  was  announced  today  by  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture. 

The  determination  continues  the  sharing  relationship  between  producers 
and  processors  and  other  provisions  of  the  1971-72  crop  determination  except 
f  or  deletion  of  the  provision  for  use  of  a  "core  sampler"  to  determine  the 
amount  of  trash  and  extraneous  material  delivered  with  the  sugarcane.  Most 
raw  sugar  processors  in  Puerto  Rico  use  a  direct  cane  analysis  method  of 
determining  sugar  in  cane.     In  this  method,  the  gross  weight  of  cane  is  con- 
sidered the  net  weight,  and  a  separate  determination  of  trash  is  unnecessary. 
A  core  sampler  is  used  to  obtain  samples  for  the  "direct  cane  analysis"  method 
and  has  proved  ineffective  for  determining  trash. 

Producers  received  from  processors  an  average  payment  of  about  $7.66  per 
ton  for  1971-72  crop  sugarcane.     In  addition,  producers  received  Sugar  Act 
payments  averaging  about  $0.93  per  ton.     Production  of  raw  sugar  in  1971-72 
declined  about  eight  percent  from  the  1970-71  level  and  was  the  lowest  since 
the  early  1900's.     The  yield  of  raw  sugar  per  ton  of  cane  averaged  only  135 
pounds,  as  compared  to  204  pounds  in  1960-61. 
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HIGHLIGHTS  OF

2.  Primary  distributors'  stocks  March  31,  1973,  2,694,000  short  tons, 
raw  value  (preliminary),  down  204,000  tons  from  a  year  ago  and  down 
344,000  tons  from  the  end  of  February  1973.    During  March  Refiners' 
stocks    decreased  145,000  tons,  beet  processors'  stocks  decreased 
207,000  tons,    Mainland  cane  Processors'  stocks  increased  8,000  and 
Importers  of  direct  consumption  sugar  stocks  decreased  about  1,000 
tons . 

3.  Charges  to  quotas  January  1  to  March  31,  1973  were  2,447,063  short 
tons,  raw  value,  leaving  a  balance  of  9,052,937  tons  to  be  supplied 
within  the  11,500,000  ton  total. 

4.  Regionally.  January -February  1973  deliveries,  as  compared  with  those 
months  of  1972  were  up  in  two  of  the  five  regions:     Increases- -North 
Central  4.0  percent  and  Mid-Atlantic  1.0  percent.  Decreases--the 
South  504  percent,  the  West  4,8  percent  and  the  New  England  2.3  percent. 

5.  Through  April  7,  1973  imports  of  sweetened  chocolate  (for  consumption 
at  retail),  candy  and  confectionery  totaled  38.4  million  pounds  or 
about  31  percent  of  the  9-month  quota  through  September  30  and  22 
percent  of  the  1973  calendar  year  quota.     Imports  are  slightly  less 
than  the  quantity  imported  through  a  similar  period  in  1972.
